All the city’s a puzzle for scavenger competitions

Katie Hawkey’s head snapped up when she saw 
the tall clock. She pointed upward toward it, 
then beckoned her friend to her side. 

Hawkey wasn’t late for a very important date. 
Nor was she seeing Big Ben for the first time. 
No, “Tall Clock”— actually a mahogany grand- 
father clock from 1912— was an exhibit and the 
solution to a clue in a scavenger hunt at the Art 
Institute of Chicago. 

“Oh, yeah. ‘Tall Clock’ is ‘Time stands tall,’ ” 
the 27-year-old Albany Park resident said, repeat- 
ing the clue to her teammate. 

“The thing that I really like about scavenger 
hunts— especially ones that are riddle-based— 
is that feeling of things falling into place and 
you know that you have the right answer when 
it’s the right answer,” she said. 

That quest for scavenger hunt satisfaction is 
becoming increasingly popular for puzzles lov- 
ers who would rather spend a couple of hours 
matching wits and brawn with living, breath- 
ing, strategizing foes than grind out a six-star 
Sudoku all by their lonesome. Athletic, intel- 
lectual or, in some extreme cases, physically 
impossible, the competitions are limited only 
by the imaginations of their creators. 

An intrinsic desire for intellectual challenge 
paired with the popularity of competitive reali- 
ty shows such as ‘Amazing Race” and “Survivor” 
have escalated the demand for scavenger hunts 
in Chicago and nationwide, said Bret Watson, 
founder of Watson Adventures, a company 
that organizes private hunts such as corporate 
team-building exercises as well as public hunts 
that often are designed around themes such as 
a murder mystery 

“They say, ‘I don’t just want to sit back and 
have stuff come at me. I grew up on Indiana 
Jones. Give me a chance to be Indiana Jones in 
my own world, in my own city, in my favorite 
museum, whatever,’ ” Watson said. 

Chicago’s large number of museums, rich 
architecture and diverse sculptures make the 
city a prime hunting ground, Watson said. 

“There’s lots of stuff people go by and don’t

pause to look at,” he said. 

How popular are these events? Attendance at 
Watson’s public hunts through October grew 
28 percent nationwide over last year, he said. 

Participation in the Chicago stop of City 
Chase USA, a scavenger hunt and adventure 
competition that stages races across the coun- 
try, has increased from 400 teams in 2007 to an 
expected 1,000 to 1,200 teams when it returns 
to the Windy City in August, making Chicago 
the most popular destination on the tour, direc- 
tor Carina Holtby said. 

With challenges that range from rappelling 
to persuading strangers to sit in a dunk tank, 
competitions such as City Chase USA are 
perfect for “active, urban [people] looking for 
something to do, athletic-wise, that isn’t in the 
gym,” Holtby said. 

Chicago’s museums also are tapping into 
public interest in brain teasers. 

The Museum of Contemporary Art is featur- 



ing a “Hide and Seek” exhibit, which tests visi- 
tors by challenging them not only to spot non- 
traditional works of art, but also by locating 
the art in non-traditional places. Meanwhile, 
the Art Institute is challenging the public with 
its 500 Ways of Looking at Modern Art project, 
in which it has hidden 500 red boxes around 
the city and tweeted clues for the public to find 
them. 

Even celebrities are getting in on the puzzle 
action. Pro skateboarder Tony Hawk, NBA star 
Shaquille O’Neal and musician Katy Perry all 
have been known to use their Twitter accounts 
to tweet clues that lead fans to hidden event 
tickets and other prizes. 

Perhaps one of the most unique events in 
the scavenger hunt world is the epic University 
of Chicago Scavenger Hunt. Founded in 1987, 
Scav Hunt, as it’s known to participants, runs 
over four days and involves more than 1,000 
people. 


In 2009, the hunt asked its competitors to 
locate 277 items ranging from the absurd— “a 
barbershop quartet that weighs one ton”— to 
the impossible— “have a male member of your 
team take a pregnancy test and yield a positive 
result.” 

It’s all in good fun, the key to any successful 
event, said Scav Hunt judge Emily Watkins, 21. 

“It’s nice to have a break,” she said. “To not 
be worried about classes, but to be worried 
about finding someone in Illinois who owns a 
DeLorean.” 

For Hawkey who was part of the Art Institute 
event last month, the motivation to join her 
first scavenger hunt boiled down to one key 
factor: competition. 

“I saw the words ‘scavenger hunt’ and I had to 
come,” said Hawkey, who along with her team- 
mate solved all six clues in little more than five 
minutes. “It just awoke a need to win in me.”

“I guess it's somewhat unusual for a politician 
to be so precise, logical, in his thought process,” 
actor Leonard Nimoy who has portrayed Spock 
for more than 40 years, told The Associated 
Press in an e-mail interview. “The comparison 
to Spock is, in my opinion, a compliment to 
him and to the character.” 

Obama was a lawyer, organizer and author 
before he turned politician. So his interest in 
science wasn’t as obvious until he reached the 
White House. Now, privately he’s known to rel- 
ish the ability to call smart people, especially 
scientists, to come to the White House to talk 
about their fields. The more obscure and com- 
plicated the field, the better to feed the inner 
science geek. 

Out in public, Obama turns the Bunsen burner 
up a notch, playing a combination of high school 
science teacher and math team cheerleader. Last 
week, for example, the president announced 


that the White House would hold an annual sci- 
ence fair as part of a $260 million private push to 
improve math and science education. 

“We’re going to show young people how 
cool science can be,” Obama said. “Scientists 
and engineers ought to stand side by side with 
athletes and entertainers as role models.” 

That was just the latest in a science-heavy fall 
semester at what sometimes seems to double as 
the White House Institute of Technology 

In October, Obama gave medals to a dozen 
scientists, toured a lab at the bastion of science- 
and- technology, MIT, and visited a solar energy 
manufacturing plant in Florida. 

“I keep being amazed at how much attention 
he’s spending on science policy,” said science 
policy and journalism blogger Chris Mooney, 
author of the book “Unscientific America: How 
Scientific Illiteracy Threatens Our Future.” 

“The nerds are happy,” Mooney said. “They

like Spock.” 

While some science policy experts don’t 
quite see the similarities between the presi- 
dent and the fictional Vulcan from television 
and movies, Star Trek experts do. 

Nimoy said he ran into Obama during the 
2008 presidential campaign in an L.A. hotel: 
“When he arrived and saw me he said, ‘They 
told me you were here.’ And gave me the split 
fingered Vulcan sign.” 

Roberto Orci, the screenwriter and producer 


behind the latest Star Trek movie, said Obama 
“has a Spock-like aura about him: calm in the 
face of great adversity and looking for a logical 
middle ground.” Obama, himself a big Star Trek 
fan, screened the movie at the White House 
during its opening weekend. 

Rep. Vern Ehlers, a Michigan Republican 
who’s also a physicist, saidhe’s noticed the special 
science and technology affinity from the presi- 
dent. Obama, he said, needs just one more thing: 
‘A sort of science club in the White House.” 


King of Pop rules 2009’s top Web searches

SAN FRANCISCO Michael Jackson’s stunning 
death made him the Internet’s biggest star this 
year. 

The quest to find out what happened to 
Jackson in his final hours June 25 and celebrate 
his legacy elevated the late entertainer to the 
top of the Internet’s search charts for 2009. On 
Yahoo, it ended singer Britney Spears’ four-year 
reign on top. 

The annual lists released last week were 
compiled separately by Google Inc. and Yihoo 
Inc., which combined handle two- thirds of the 
world’s Internet searches. 


Jackson also grabbed 
the top spot on the 
third-largest U.S. search 
engine, Microsoft 
Corp.’s Bing, which 
announced its rankings 
Sunday AOL, which 
relies on Google’s 
search technology, also 
had Jackson at No. 1. 
The lists are meant to provide a reading on 
our cultural pulse. 

As usual, people using Yahoo’s search engine 
in 2009 seemed to be most interested in celeb- 


rities and other diversions, even against the 
sobering backdrop of the worst recession in 
70 years. 

Google’s audience seemed more interested 
in using the Internet to connect with friends 
and family 

Facebook and Tuenti, a similar socializing 
site in Spain, both made Google’s Top 10, as did 
Twitter. Microsoft’s latest Windows operating 
system also grabbed a spot. Singer Lady Gaga 
was the only other celebrity besides Jackson on 
Google’s Top 10. 

Google, which processes more than six times 
the search volume that Yihoo does, has had a 


more diverse mix in its annual search rankings. 
The self-proclaimed King of Pop follows for- 
mer Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin (2008) and Apple 
Inc.’s iPhone (2007) in Google’s top spot. 

Besides Jackson, the other new entrants 
on Yahoo’s Top 10 list this year were: No. 2, 
“Twilight”; No. 4, Megan Fox; No. 8, Kim 
Kardashian; and No. 9, NASCAR. 

Ask.com, another major search engine, 
focused its list on the most popular questions 
posed on its search engine. “How do I get out 
of debt?” was the second-ranking question of 
the year. 

No. 1? “How much should I weigh?”
